W HEREAS certain Acts for making-, amending, mid repairing Preamblo. 
the Turnpike Roads in Ireland were, by an Act passed in 
the Session of Parliament holdeii in the Fourth and Eiftli 4 h 5 Viet. 
Years of the Reign of Her present Majesty, amended and continued 
5 for a Time therein limited : And 'whereas the said Acts Avcrc further 

contiimed from Time to Time, save as specially excepted: And l4&loVici, 
ivhci'cas, under the Provisions of an Act of the last Session of Parlia- 
ment, tlic said Aci,s, sa\’e as therein excepted, arc ■Purthcr continued, 
and wnli remain in force until the Thii'ty-fir.st Day of July in tlie 
;[Q present Year, or, if Parliament be then sitting, until the End of the 
then Session oP Parliament : And ■whereas it is expedient that the 
several Acts for making, amending, or repairing Turnpike Roads in 
Ireland should be furtlier continued : Be it therefore enacted by the 
Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, by and, 'with the Advice and Consent 
15 of tlic Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and Commons, in this present 
Parliament assembled, and by the A.uthority of the same, 

i. That any Act for making, amending, or repairing any Turn- Acts for 
pike Road or Roads in Ireland wliich will expire on the said Tliirty- 
first Day of July in the present Year, or at or before the End of the Eoads in 
20 present or next ensuing Session of Parliament, or before the Thirty- 
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Turnpike Moods {Ireland). 

first Day of July One thousand eight hundred and filty.three, shall 
be and the same is hereby continued, as amended by the said recited 
Act of the l''ourth and h’ifth Yews of Her Majesty’s lleigu, until 
the Thirty-first Day of July One thoicsand eight hundred and fifty- 
three, or, if Parliament be then sitting, until the End of the then 5 
ISession of Farliament. 

II. Provided always, That nothing herein contained shall extend 
or apply to an Act of the Seventh Year of His late Majesty King 
George the Fourth, intituled “ An Act for more effectually repairing 
“ the Hoad leading from the Bounds of the Counties of Limerick 10 
“ and Cork, between the Towns of Kilmahock and CharleviUe, to 
“ the City of Cork." 
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
